Movement to Alter Marriage 


Laws Is Defeated in Final 


Session 


By Associated Press 


Springfield, Mass. — A proposal for 


n drastic change in the divorce law of 
tho Methodist-Episcopal church was 
defeated by ten votes at the closing 
session of the general conference. The 
vote was 300 to 310. 
The present law forbids ministers 
to marry a divorced person when the 
husband or wife is living unless that 
person be the innocent party In a di- 
vorce for adultery- The change would 
have legalized all marriages except 
those of guilty parties in a divorce for 
adultery. 
Tho proposed change also forbade 


ministers to marry "any person known 
to.be physically, mentally or morally 
unfit." 
"The present law can't bo enforced.' 


the Rev. G. Bromley Oxnam of Los 
Angeles declared, "and thousands of 
persons divorced for reasons other 
laan adultery arc now living In adui 
tery and are subject to trial. 
"A woman who secures a divorce 


from a brutal husband and wants a 
new home for her children must be 
refused God's blessing."

Madison—Less than half of the re- 


ceipts under the "Wisconsin dog law 
found their way into the pockets of 
sheepmen whose flocks had been de- 
pleted by dog attacks the past year, 
according to statistics prepared by A. 
B. Alexander of the state department 
of agriculture. 
The estimated total 


income was $135.000 of which J20.000 
ment to assessors and treasurers'as 
fees. Approximately . $35.000 reached 
the claimants for the damages done 
their flock. 
""under the terms of the law. accord- 
ing to Alexander, 15 per cent of the 
receipts must be turned over to the 
state to defray the expenses of print- 
ed matter and to cover the expenses 
of Inspectors who make from one to 
three or more trips to the various 
counties each year. The amount 
turned over to the state last year was 
$20.326.98. but only $4.508.04 was used1, 
so the remainder was returned to the 
counties. Altogether, the net balance 
available for redistribution to towns, 
villages and cities amounts to nearly 
$75.500. 


Sheepmen, whose flocks have been 


injured by dogs, regard tho present 
scale of appraising losses as weil be- 
low par. it is said. Their contention Is 
that brood ewes are worth much more 
than the market or meat price which 
town and county officers may accept 
as standard. In their opinion too lit- 
tle difference Is made In the valua- 
tion of sheep losses regardless of type, 
breeding and conditions, officials de- 
clar*.

The president did not refer directly 


to the plan advanced by tha majority 
of the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee for American membership In 
the permanent court of international 
Justice, provided 
the signatory na- 


tions agree to disassociate the court - 
from The league. -';.it his declaration 
was taKen generally to apply to that 
proposal.

THE MEANING OF MEMORIAL DAY 


Memorial Day brings to us the recol- 


lections of war, the sacrifices made, as 
well as the issues involved in the differ- 
ent wars. It now has a greater signifi- 
cance than ever before. 
As a nation we 


may well celebrate the day in a spirit of 
victory, but we should not forget the mes- 
sage of sorrow which it brings to many a 
home and fireside. 


As time and events have removed the 


bitterness which the Civil war caused be- 
tween brothers of the North and the 
South, the more we study and the better 
we understand the issues which the Civil 
war happily settled, the more fully do we 
appreciate the great victory won by the 
soldiers of the Union. The ideals which 
the lessons of today should inspire are not 
found in mere flowery flights of empty 
oratory, but in a serious meditation upon 
the great principles of unselfish devotion 
to duty as ever exemplified by the Ameri- 
can soldiers, sailors and marines when 
called to the performance of duty. On the 
question of slavery involved in our Civil 
war it may be said that the slave owners 
of the cotton growing states in the South 
conscientiously believed in the position 
they took on the question of slavery. But 
Christianity and justice forbade that a na- 
tion, destined to lead the world, should 
be part slave and part free. 
Under the 


American constitution the sisterhood of 
states was to constitiite one in dissolvable 
union and the supposed rights of the state 
had to give way to the superior rights and 
authority of the nation. In all matters 
involving the welfare and integrity of the 
union of states, and in matters not ex- 
pressly reserved to the states, the federal 
authority is and must be supreme. This 
issue was bitterly fought in those gloomy 
days from 1861 to 1865 and the history 
of tiiat conflict on every battle field at- 
tests the courage and patriotism of the 
Union army who offered their all to sus- 
tain and defend the Union. 


AVe are now a united nation. In 1898 


the North and the South alike heard the 
call of humanity in Cuba and with all dif- 
ferences of the Civil war forgotten, the 
young men from both North and South 
promptly responded to the call of their 
country and rendered a service to human- 
ity surpassed only by the sen-ice rendered 
humanity by the American soldiers, sail- 
ors and marines in the late World war. 


Since the Civil war period. American 


interests have become world-wide. The 
rights of American, citizens. American 
commerce and the American flag npon 
the high seas are undeniable rights in the 
^sisterhood of nations. Oar purposes and 
ideals are and have always been ones of 
peace and good will among nations. "We 
have never been a nation for conquest. 
JIany sincere people, during the late 


war and bintfe, have claimed that 


United States should not have entered 


the late AVorld war. They claim that as 
n naiion we were not concerned about » 
war in Europe. Po&ibly we could have 
remained out of that war but to have done 
5,0 %•>•<> would liav* been tmfaithful to «13 
principles of humanity r.nd justice and 
umvortby of our most cherished tradi- 
lion.s. American citizen*!, men. women 
and children, were, most brutally mur- 
dered. American property destroyed and 
llic American flag repeatedly insulted. In 
short, our sovereignty as a nation was 
challenged. Tho issue had to be met and 
M-ltlod. War was forced upon us nnd it 
found no North or South, no East or West, 
Tho jnMiop of Hie rails* appealed lo Ihc 


liberty-loving people. 
The young men 


from our farms, factories, ofllccs and col- 
leges, from every walk of life, whether 
rich or poor, regardless of party or creed, 
in the true American spirit did not hesi- 
tate nor fsltcr. 
Though duty called 


them to a foreign land it was not for a 
foreign cause. 


Our nation has 
a glorious 
past. 


Through sacrifice and struggle we have 
inherited the bent form of government 
and the safest constitution devised by 
the genius of man. Will wo sustain it! 
We had traitors to the Union during the 
Civil war period. Men in high office, under 
oath to support and defend the constitu- 
tion of the United States, and to protect 
and defend the union of states secretly 
plotted and planned the secession from 
the Union. Our form of government and 
the American constitution are being daily 
attacked by the enemies-from within. If 
permitted they would destroy the very 
safeguards* of our personal liberty, ^our 
most cherished institutions, yes, even the \ 
right of private property. 


The great need of today is an ade- 


quate appreciation of the ideals and as- 
pirations of American democracy, to- 
gether with a knowledge of its history 
and institution, coupled with a profound 
conviction of their fundamental worth, 
but above all. an individual's personal re- 
sponsibility for their development and 
defense. We should take our citizenship 
more seriously, perform our civic duties 
more conscientiously and never forget 
that eternal vigilance is the price of hu- 
man liberty.

That judges are falliable, that their 


decisions are not above criticism, is made 
clear by the not infrequent 5 to 4 deci- 
sions of the United States supreme court, 
as well as by the frequent reversal of the 
decisions of a lower court by a higher. 
Merely to question & court's decision, 
therefore, is n^t to attack the courts as 
an institution and is an inherent right of 
free citizens. In a recent public utter- 
ance this was frankly acknowledged by 
Judge James Gay Gordon, who is quoted 
as saying: "Jrtie right to choose carries 
with it the right to reject—the right to 
approve, the right to condemn.

official will resent the just inquisition of 
the constituents whose commission gives 
him official life. 
In this day of demo- 


cracy of all others, confidence in the ju- 
diciary will not be restored, if indeed it 
has been in any degree lost, or maintained 
if it still subsists, by resisting, resenting 
or ignoring the criticism by the people of 
their judiciary administration." 


Xor will anything be gained by " re- 


sisting'' resenting or "ignoring" the peo- 
ple's criticism of the officers of their gov- 
ernment when these have made such cri- 
ticism inevitable- Judges who have at- 
tempted to imprison critics for contempt 
of court have been, guilty of suppression 
of the right of free speech that only 
serves to arouse resistance to law and con- 
tempt for the judiciary. 
If we are to 


have the proper respect for courts much 
that can be done along this line is with- 
in the power and the good judgment of 
the courts themselves, but first and fore- 
most, it recognition of the right of free 
criticism of judicial ects and decisions.

THE ATIILBTE AND HIS BUB DOWN 


• Professional boxing contests, more properly de- 
signated as more prlxo fights, as they are conducted 
in Class B or bush league dries, constitute a fine 
example for the student of health, an example of 
the absurdities which 'become features of a noble 
game when it degenerates to the level of a profes- 
sional sport. Ignoramuses assume the places which 
•clentlfic men hold in tho amateur boxing field. The 
gamblers who "promote" the 
professional 
prize 


fights would not feel at home in a clean atmosphere 
and so the prize ring has earned an. evil repute— 
earned it by encouraging an environment which, for 
depravity, is exceeded only by that of tho clandes- 
tine cockfight. 


Skillfully given massage postpones the onset of 


fatigue of muscles and hastens recovery from fa- 
tigue of muscles in the athlete. This is the reason 
why massage is generally used by trainers. A "rub 
down" lasting three or four minutes, immediately 
aftor a hard race or other contest, will offset fa- 
tigue so that the athlete can repeat the performance 
or continue considerably longer than he could with 
out the aid of massage. 
That the effect of the 


massage is produced through the circulation is pret- 
ty well proved by a scientific experiment in physiol- 
ogy. After compression of the brachlal artery (the 
main artery of the arm) an individual could contract 
a finger only eleven times, where under normal 
conditions he could contract It 265 times. Then 
with the circulation still shut off. three minutes of 
vigorous massage was given, and the individual 
could contract the finger only nine times. 
That 


shows that massage Is without effect when the cir- 
culation is Intercepted. Massage aids the nutrition 
and metabolism of the 
muscles 
increasing the 


blood supply and hastening the removal of waste 
matter through the circulation. 


The hocus-pocus of the attendants of the profes- 


sional boxer, who hop into the ring and. make a 
great to-do of rubbing the fighter between rounds, 
isn't massage, of course, but 
Just make-believe. 


There is a vast difference between ex-en the most 
earnest rubbing and massage given by a person who 
has had proper instruction in that art. 


Toung candidates for athletic supremacy often 


wonder what liniment or other preparation is best 
to use for the rub down. Uneducated trainers gen- 
erally have a fondness for some particular liniment 
to which, in their ignorance, they ascribe valuable 
effects. It doesn't matter much what may be used; 
the only good purpose served in any case is lubrica- 
tlen. the prevention, of excessive friction on the 
skin from the hands of the masseur. Plain sweet 
oil (olive oil) or coconut oil or cocoa-butter or sweet 
almond oil or sesame oil is as good as anything else. 
Some athletes like the soothing odor of a little 
camphor in the oil—camphor liniment (also called 
camphorated oil). Others like witch 
hazel, 
bay 


loaves, or other scents. But the alcoholic "extracts" 
of these scents should not be used for the rub down. 
The massage and not the medicine does the bus- 
iness. It is childish to Imagine that any liniment 
or other external medicament will "limber" an ath- 
lete's muscles or prevent stiffness or fatigue.

A CONRAD DISCIPLE 


When William McFee entered open 


his career as a writer he -was tip 
against the same problem that con 
fronts almost every •writer at thi 
start. He had to make a living while 
serving an apprenticeship as a writ 
er. 


The difference between McFee and 


most writers Jlee 1" the method of 
solving! tho problem. The average 
young writer goes into newspaper 
work, a few go into teaching, others 
find berths at very low pay on the 
staff of a magazine, others entering 
the advertising game, occasionally 
one goes into business. Almost every 
one of these careers for the young 
writer hag its staunch defenders and 
there are plenty o* people who wfl! 
declare very positively that any one 
of these methods of making a llv 
ing is ruinous to the development o: 
a young writer's talent. 


Almost all of the careers usually 


adopted by the embryo author are 
more or less directly connected with 
publishing in one form or another— 
teaching and business excepted. al 
though the former is considered1 to 
be a more or less "literary" vocation. 
Toung William McFee decided that 
the one thing a beginner in the writ- 
ing game should not do was to make 
a living at work connected directly 
or Indirectly with the writing or pub- 
lishing profession. He believed that 
It is the young writer's business to 
get his roots into the rich soil of 
raw life and thus to learn as much 
about life ns possible at first hand. 


THE SEASICK PASSENGER 


He has for years preached this the- 
ory in season and out of season 


For himself he decided to so to 


work on an ocean liner. A great ad- 
mirer of Joseph Conrad, he probably 
chose this work because of the Con- 
rad example. He took a Job on a ves- 
sel and for years ho held all sorts of 
positions on steamships. During the 
war he was assistant engineer on one1!1 
of the English Jr.«-n-of-war end ha 
has stuck to this way of making a 
living constantly. It is only during 
the past few months, after some 15 
years of sea life, doing manual -work 
for the most part, that he has re- 
tired from the sea and has given 
himself exclusively to writing. 


William McFeo has never been a 


"best Feller" and it i» possible that 
ho never will be. Ho Is one of those 
writers whose fame spreads elowly 
but who do work of such substantial 
merit that they create a small but se- 
lect audience for themselves. 


He won notice for the firgt time in 


this country about seven or eight 
years ago with the publication of his 
novel, "casuals of the Sea." It is a 
long book, and in spite of Its title. 
It is not a etony that deals ehlefly 
w«h the sea. The irorfl "sea" of the 
title refers to the "sea of life" and 
that fact will show that there is a 
•taint of allegory 
underlying 
the 


story that gives at lease a sugges- 
tion of the amateur. 


WRITES OP OCEAN 


But in the books that followed it 


the sea has played a great part. Mc- 
Fee is perhaps more frequently !ife- 
ened to Joseph Conrad than to any. 
other writer. .And the comparison 
holds good to some extent because 
l>oth writers serv»3 as seaman for 
many years, both are using the same 
as their special domain In fiction, 
and McFee is qulto consciously the 
disciple of the older writer.* But tho 
similarity between the two writers 
\n more superficial than real. McFee 
is genuine enough not to be a mere 
imitator and he expresses his own 
icrsonallty 
quite 
definitely in his 


>ooks. and that personality is far re- 
moved from the personality of Con- 
rad. 


An Interesting an his sea nox'els

A. grade of D gives no 


grade points. 
In order to graduate, a student 


must grain 192 hours of credit and nn 
equal number of points. This means 
that a student must maintain at least 
a C average, and that courses in 
•which a grade of D was gained do 
not count toward graduation unless 
offset by courses with a grade of 
B or A. 


A study of the hours and points

With Sore Arm. 


Pitcher Jack Quinn of the Boston 


Red Sox stands out as one of base- 
ball's greatest athletes. 


After 22 years of pitching, a great- 


er part of it In the major leagues, 
Quinn Is apparently as good as he 
ever was. His work has featured 
the sensational showing of the Bos- 
ton Red Sox in the early stages of 
the 1924 American League race. 


Quinn is a spltball pitcher. It Is 


his ace in the hole. He has: good 
speed and a sharp curve, but the old 
spltter Is still his one best bet. 


The spitball generally regarded as 


the hardest of all deliveries on a pitch- 
er's arm. The career of most pitch- 
ers using the moist ball has been 
short. Quinn Is a decided exception 
as far as such a theory is concerned. 


NEVER HAD SORE ABM 
"I have never had a sore arm In 


my life," remarked Quinn to me re- 
cently when I asked him If the con- 
stant use of the spitball had bother- 
ed him. 


"The spitball is no fcardcr on the 


arm than the curve or fast ball If 
thrown properly," continued Quinn. 


"Most spitball pitchers have al- 


ways worked on the theory that to 
ret a charp downward break on the 
jail It Is necessary to let It go with 
a snap. There Is a. Jerky motion to 
such a delivery. 


"The epitball thrown 
In such a 


manner Is hard on the arm. How- 
ever, a curve ball thrown with a 
snap to the delivery is Just as In- 
lurious. 


"The belief that the 
spltball Is 
hard «n the arm Is all a myth. The 


harm Is done by the method used 
by a. majority of pitchers In throw 
Ing It.

"I throw my fast ball, curve and 


spltter with the same free easy mo- 
tion and find there is no difference 
In the strain on the arm. Most 
pitchers are at fault
